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Brassard opposes 
HAS restructuring 
plans and proposals

Olds-Didsbury-Three Hills MLA 
Roy Brassard is concerned about the 
direction the Health Authority re¬ 
gion 5 board is taking with regard to 
plans for the Didsbury District 
Health Services facility. 

“What the board is doing is abso¬ 
lutely contrary to evervthing Ithe 
provincial government I is tiying to 
accomplish. I don’t intend to be si¬ 
lent about it. Ifthere'sachargetobe 
led. I’ll lead it. I think what we need 
to do is bring a whole lot of pressure 
to bear. I’m not prepared to compro¬ 
mise the viability of the hospital,” 
said Brassard. 

Prior to regionalization, the Dids¬ 
bury hospital facility operated viably, 
Brassard said, contesting the con¬ 
tention ofHealth Authority 5 Chief 
Executive Officer James 
Ramsbottom and region 5 Board 
Chairman George Patzer that DDHS 
services must be trimmed to stem a 
six figure overrun. 

Brassard talked to the Health 
Minister and listened to concerns of 
Didsbury hospital staff and area resi¬ 
dents last week, prior to attending a 
December 3 meeting between rep¬ 
resentatives from Health Authority 
5 (HA5), Didsbury town administra¬ 
tion and council, the Chamber of 
Commerce, and members of the 
former Didsbury hospital board prior 
to regionalization. 

“The concerns of the community 
are basically that they’ve got a hospi¬ 
tal that has been very viable,” 
Brassard said shortly before the 
Tuesday meeting. “It has been de¬ 
veloped over the years, and refined, 
and they pioneered things, like com¬ 
bined facilities. The feeling is that 
going into regionalization the 
Didsbury hospital was in the black- 
in fact tliey had a reserve-they were 
in good shape, financially. At the 
heart of the current problem is that 
the Regional Health Authority say 
they’ve lost something approaching 
$500,000 somewhere. They say they 
have to trim back on expenditures 
they cannot control." 

’They looked at this patient/doc - 
tor funding situation as being at the 
heart of some of these expenses. 
They’re currently utilizing the oper¬ 
ating facilities 13 to 15 days a month. 
They could build on that..." 

Brassard said, "It would seem 
more reasonable to promote the 
service thus achieving a greater 
economy of scale rather than sim¬ 
ply terminating what appears to 
be a very successful initiative 


I Orthopaedics 1..." 

Ramsbottom contends that 
$270,000 was the amount lost on the 
"very successful" (in Brassard's 
words) Orthopaedic program last 
year. Ramsbottom said the long 
term care program lost approxi¬ 
mately $130,000, bringing the defi¬ 
cit at DDHS to a combined total of 
approximately $400,000 last year. 

"The difficulty, as far as the board 
is concerned, is that they say they 
have no way of tracking this [remu¬ 
neration lost when out of town pa¬ 
tients’ fees revert to the home re¬ 
gion of the visiting surgeon rather 
than being credited to the Dids¬ 
bury facility]," Brassard said. That 
all they’re doing is supplying a 
facility at a cost to them.” 

Brassard said this is a problem all 
regions are researching. Because 
larger city hospitals treat patients

from outside their own regions, in¬ 
deed, from all over the province, 
Brassard said they have been suc¬ 
cessful in lobbying for additional 
government funding to cover this. 

“It’s not unlike the situation Cal¬ 
gary and Edmonton are finding 
themselves in. I say, what is so differ¬ 
ent between their case and ours?” 
Brassard asked. 

Recognizing that funding allot¬ 
ments require change to equitably 
distribute funding, it has been an¬ 
nounced that in April of1997, fund¬ 
ing that “follows the patient” will 
be enacted. 

“Why can’t [HA5| apply for 
some kind of transitional funding 
to bridge that phase until spring 
rather than shutting down pro¬ 
grams like Orthopaedics?” 
Brassard said. “It utilizes the facil¬ 
ity, it cuts down on waiting time, it 
employs three or four people- it 
just makes so much sense.” 


Proposed plans to convert 20 
long term care beds to "assisted liv¬ 
ing " care, termination of programs, 
elimination of the position of head 
administrator at DDHS and talk of 
stafT cut-backs have triggered con¬ 
cern in the community that ero¬ 
sion of services does not bode well 
for the future of DDHS. Asked if 
he felt the hospital itself was in 
danger of eventual closure, 
Brassard said, “Absolutely not.” 

Elimination of long term care 
beds, prompted in the face of exceed¬ 
ing the ratio of beds per population 
base as set out by the provincial 
government also needs to be read¬ 
dressed on a local level, Brassard 
said. “If we’re going to draw these 
boundaries around our hospital, I 
would wonder why we have half our 
long term beds filled with non-resi¬ 
dents? I think we definitely have to 
get some answers and there haven’t 
been a lot of answers forthcoming.” 


In response to a question asking 
why Didsbury’s program was losing 
money while the same program in 
Calgary made a profit, Ramsbottom 
said that larger municipal hospitals 
operated comparable Orthopaedic 
programs without losing money be¬ 
cause: receive funding Didsbury 
currently does not; they have access 
to medical supplies at substantially 
less cost due to volume buying 
smaller regions could not currently 
duplicate; and because larger cen¬ 
tres could “float” trained staff as 
needed, while smaller centres cant 
afford the expense. 

Ramsbottom acknowledged the 
chamber's presence at the meet¬ 
ing, saying he understood the con¬ 
cerns of those speculating on the 
impact of discontinuing hospital 
programs on the community. 


He agreed that programs at¬ 
tracting out of town patients 
brought dollars into the town, but 
reported that the feeling of the 
board was that continuing pro¬ 
grams that were currently losing 
money was fiscally imprudent; that 
measures had to be taker, to turn 
the fiscal situation around consid¬ 
ering that DDHS ran in excess of a 
$400,000 deficit last year. 

“The bottom line on this pro¬ 
gram in Didsbury is that we’re 
only doing ten percent of Region 5 
residents. It’s a matter of, can we 
afford to continue...or do we stop 
the program?” 

Ramsbottom was asked if there 
was any truth to reports that HA5 
was pulling the Orthopaedic pro¬ 
gram out of Didsbury to relocate it in

A January 20 court date has 
been set to try McMechan’s case 
in Estevan provincial court, and 
Western Canadian grain farmers 
await the outcome with interest. 

In the wake of fines and 
charges to Alberta farmers who 
also marketed their own grain 
without Canadian Wheat Board 
sanction and faced the conse¬ 
quences in Alberta court rooms 
last week, local grain merchant 
Gordon Wright said even though 
no local farmers are involved in 
such legal actions, the issue is 
hotly debated on a daily basis in 
the area. 

“You bet people are talking 
about it!” Wright exclaimed. “I

Wild Rose MP Myron Thompson agrees with the decision of the 
federal government to allow members of the Canadian Auto Workers 
union to vote on the Canadian Airlines restructuring plan. 

Labour Minister Alfonso Gagliano announced last week that he 
will direct the Canadian Labour Relations Board to organize a vote 
among the 3,700 Canadian employees who belong to the CAW union 
- the only one of six unions who did not allow employees a say in their 
own future. 

"Reform has never tried to tell Canadian’s workers how to vote - we 
have only pushed to protect the democratic rights of workers to choose 
their own future. What CAW president Buzz Hargrove fails to realize 
is that a union is about its membership - not its leadership."

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Buyer beware- it’s basically up to you

Imprudence to the point of fool¬ 
hardiness invites disaster. Local 
law enforcement officers are once 
again reminding residents that 
recourse is fruitless more often 
than not and that it’s far easier to 
turn your back on a deal that ap¬ 
pears “too good to be true” (and 
doubtless is just that) that to try 
to recoup your losses. 

Many residents operate under 
the belief that “the authorities” 
will rescue them and their inter¬ 
ests if they fall victim to their own 
imprudent behaviour. Scam art¬ 
ists thrive on such vulnerability. 
The fact is that while legal safe¬ 
guards exist, such protection 
hinges on common sense and ac¬ 
countability of the consumer. 

Sgt. Ray Gaultier of the 
Didsbury detachment reports 
that Didsburians continue to fall 


victim to the ploys of scam artists. 

Common “deals” materialising 
in the central Alberta area in¬ 
clude barn and house-painting 
scams, roofing, shingling and sid¬ 
ing fraud and paving swindles. 

“Everybody looks for “the good 
deal”,” Gaultier said, “People can 
be greedy- it may look good but 
that doesn’t mean it’s going to 
be.” 

A “gypsy crew” (scam artists 
who tire transient, disreputable 
and out of the area literally min¬ 
utes after cashing the cheque) of 
pavers descended on the area this 
fall. 

Fortunately, the $6,500 re¬ 
cently bilked from a unsuspect¬ 
ing area victim was recovered. But 
this is the exception, not the rule, 
and “buyer beware” is the mes¬ 
sage law enforcement officers are 
trying to drive home.

In this 
capacity he was instrumental in 
compiling the proposals to success¬ 
fully obtain the first Degree Grant¬ 
ing Program for Olds College, in 
Horticulture. Dave has taught com¬ 
munity eveningclasseson personal 
landscaping topics in Three Hills, 
Trochu, and surrounding commu¬ 
nities. He assisted in the develop¬ 


ment of the Trochu Arboretum, 
advising on site suitability and the 
planning of the garden. 

Dave and his wife Susan, mar¬ 
ried for 27 years, have four grown 
children: Bonnie (Gratz), 

Christopher, Mitchell and Lonnie. 
They have lived in the town of Olds 
for ten years. Dave has volunteered 
his time to coach minor hockey 
and baseball. He and Susan have 
volunteered with the Scouts, Com¬ 
munity Theatre, the schools, and 
the Canadian Cancer Society. They 
have also donated plant materials 
from their farm west of Olds to the 
Olds Golf Course and to the local 
schools. Dave is a member of "The 
Communities In Bloom Program", 
an international group promoting 
community beautification. He also 
enjoys playing hockey on a local 
men's hockey team, golfing, and 
travelling with Susan. 

Dave became involved with the 
Alberta Liberal Party four years 
ago.

originates in Nigeria. Recipients 
of the letter invite you to share a 
percentage of up to 30 percent of 
a large sum “frozen by the Nige¬ 
rian government”. They use a 
number of ploys that might ap¬ 
pear legitimate and may go so far 
as to arrange a meeting with you 
to set up accounts establishing a 
holding company for these (non¬ 
existent) funds. Those with 
doubts can take this unsolicited 
correspondence to the local 
RCMP office who will identify fe¬ 
lonious material but your best 
bet is just to rip such mailings up 
and throw them away. 

Gypsy crews are ruthless pro¬ 
fessionals. Their tactics are force¬ 
ful and convincing and their vic¬ 
tims often report they were 
fleeced so relentlessly and mas¬ 
terfully they were afraid (and 
sometimes ashamed) to report the 


incident. 

Gaultier said a little common 
sense can save a lot of headaches 
and a lot of money. 

“These situations are very dif¬ 
ficult to prosecute,” Gaultier ex¬ 
plained. “It may well be a fraud, 
but coming to us after the fact, 
you ’re the person who’s given the 
okay. Basically, you have to accept 
what they’ve given you. You might 
have expectations that the police 
will salvage the situation, but 
we’re guided by the laws and 
this has to pass the test in court 
and many times it won’t pass 
the test. These investigations 
are lengthy and we [incur] big 
expenses to try to recoup this. 
Don’t let it be a case of poor 
judgement on your part. Have a 
good long look at it before you 
agree to it- we might not be able 
to bail you out.”

As of September, 1995, a significant change in 
provincial legislation has had a direct impact on 
subdivision within the County. No longer are first 
parcels out of a quarter section guaranteed and 
fragmented parcels are also not guaranteed separate 
title by application. The Municipal Planning Com¬ 
mission must now deal with each application on its 
own merit to determine whether or not subdivision 
will be granted. 

On a number of occasions, I have had individuals 
comment that they should be allowed to do whatever 
they choose with their own land. This is a sentiment 
that I may share, but the reality of this is that I also 
become very much aware of what my neighbor wants 
to do with his land and believe that I should have 
something to say about it if it adversely affects me. 
This is the issue that makes it very essential to have 
strong, effective municipal planning in place. Our 
Planning Commission attempted to consider all as¬ 
pects of the agricultural community when they devel¬ 
oped our land use bylaw which is referred to when 
considering applications for subdivisions and devel¬ 
opment. 

Some of these considerations are: 

• Code of Practice for intensive livestock opera¬ 
tions. 

• Pre-planning - what has taken place so far as an 
awareness program for the area proposed. What 
public relations work has been done. 

• Farm management plans and how this opera¬ 
tion may impact area residents and land owners. 

• Environmental implications - have they been 
reviewed and addressed. 

Planning considerations must be given to the 
following types of applications. 

• Redesignations of existing agriculture land to a 
number of other designations. 

• Subdivision of existing agricultural land.

• Permits for develop¬ 
ment of various kinds on 
pre-designated land. 

I believe that inten- 
sive agriculture, whether 
it is hogs, cattle or poul¬ 
try, is the way of the future and has been accelerated 
by the abolishment of the Crow Rate. Do we want to 
see more or less of this type of progress in our County? 
We do have a very diverse county in terms of agricul¬ 
ture, industry and recreation. We must concern 
ourselves with the size of these operations and, 
therefore, must resolve what is large when we con¬ 
sider agriculture or what is large when we consider 
Economic Development in the areas of oil and gas 
plants, subdivisions or even forest management. 

I firmly believe that we are on the threshold of 
bigger and better things to come by way of develop¬ 
ments in Mountain View, and we very much want to 
be a part of this growth and how it may make this a 
better County for ratepayers to live in. In order for 
this to become a reality we need the help and input of 
the electorate so that it is truly "we" who want this 
positive growth. 

I would further comment on Economic Develop¬ 
ment and say that we at the political level have come 
to realize that such development, whether in the 
rural area or the urban centers, is of great benefit to 
everyone. Several joint projects come to mind when 
I think of benefits, i.c joint involvement with the 
Internet and the major undertaking of an E911 
service for all residents. I recently attended a joint 
meeting of rural and urban municipalities on eco¬ 
nomic issues and it was very evident that we are 
basically after the same thing; sustainable, environ¬ 
mentally friendly growth. 

It has been an extremely busy year for me in 
the Reeve's chair but a rewarding year as well. I 
know that we face many new challenges in the 
future, but look forward to them with anticipa¬ 
tion and the confidence that as we work to¬ 
gether, these challenges will be met and we will 
be the better for it.

War Amps claim Canada liable due

One of the lesser known sto¬ 
ries out of World War II was the 
slave labour imposed by Ja¬ 
pan upon some 2,100 Cana¬ 
dians - mostly soldiers from 
the army contingent sent to 
defend the British colony of 
Hong Kong. 

Of the 2,100 Canadians 
involved, only 350 are still alive. 
They were never paid for their 
labour, despite one of the major 
provisions of the Geneva Con¬ 
vention which states that prison¬ 
ers of war, if employed in the 
industries of an enemy, must be 


paid at the same rate that coun¬ 
try pays its own workers. 

The War Amps, using its NGO 
(Non-Governmental Or- 
~ ganization) status before the 

United Nations, commenced 
this claim before the Hu¬ 
man Rights Commission in 
Geneva in 1987. It was a 
long, labourious process re¬ 
quiring some 19 briefs to clear 
hurdles such as whether there 
was a moratorium on war crimes 
and, more particularly, whether 
the 1952 peace treaty between 
Japan and Canada extinguished 
the possibility of any further 


claims. 

The Human Rights Commis¬ 
sion was sympathetic, particu¬ 
larly in view of the horrendous 
conditions under which these 
Canadians were forced to work in 
shipyards, coal mines and the like. 
Notwithstanding, the finding of 
the Geneva-based Commission 
was to the effect that it had no 
power to deal with compensation 
issues. 

This then led The War Amps 
to place the matter before an¬ 
other United Nations body which 
dealt with claims under what is 
known as the International Cov¬ 
enant on Civil and Political 
Rights. It was the contention of 
The War Amps that in signing 
the Peace Treaty and in failing to 
protect the rights of the Hong 
Kong veterans, Canada itself was

Mailers filling our postal boxes at this time of year range from 
newsy tidings scribbled on Christmas cards to trivia posing as “news 
releases”. 

One such release from a company that sells electric shavers caught 
my eye and I’d like to share some trivia they issued last week. 

An independent survey launched by a polling company hired by the 
electronic company marketing shaving products has determined 
some totally useless but oddly compelling information about the 
shaving habits of Canadians. 

Did you know, for instance, that 82 percent of Canada’s female 
population prefers that special man in their lives to be clean shaven. 
Well, you could expect a company peddling shavers to come up with 
that conclusion. 

But who would have guessed that a full one quarter (25 percent) 
of the male respondents surveyed would most like to be shaved by 
Canadian country singer Shania Twain? (Celine Dion fans will be 
happy to note that she grabbed second place with 14 percent giving her 
the nod as preferred razor wielder.) Seniors prefer and trust Anne 
Murray with shaving duties (29 percent of men aged 65 and older 
chose Murray while 22 percent of men 18 to 29 seemed to think 
Pamela Lee Anderson would do a bang-up job on their whiskers.) 

Only two singers made the women’s “would most like to shave list: 
Bryan Adams garnered 14 percent, with Neil Young trailing at a 
distant three percent. Doug Gilmour of the Toronto Maple Leafs and 
race car driver Jacques Villeneuve tied at second spot with 10 percent 
apiece. But the surprise selection (from the senior ladies polled) placed 
Pierre “Fuddle Duddle” Trudeau at the top of their list, with a strong 
20 percent showing. 

The choice to stay clean shaven seemed to pick up steam as the poll 
headed eastward. Seventy-four percent of British Columbia men said 
they preferred to be clean shaven. The number climbed to 84 percent 
in Alberta, but peaked in Atlantic Canada with 87 percent. 

Early to rise and early to shave is apparently a bad combination. 
Body fluids accumulating around one’s face overnight leaves it pufly 
and thus more susceptible to nicks and cuts. It apparently only takes 
10 or 15 minutes foryour face to return to ‘normal’, so take a few more 
minutes on your morning ration of coffee before heading off to rake 
your face, gentlemen. 

A health note was also offered. Eighty percent of all skin cancer first 
appears on the face neck and head.

Well, ’tis the season to be jolly, or nearly so, anyway, and while 
Santa likely never had a vote in selecting the ‘nick’name- St. ‘Nick’- 
from all appearances, the man hasn’t shaved since he was a teenager, 
so why would he care? 

Since I won’t be here to wish you a Merry Christmas in our final 
edition of the year which will be on the newsstands December 18, I’m 
taking this opportunity to wish all of our readers the merriest of 
Christmases and the Happiest New Year ever.

sponsibilities continued in fail¬ 
ing to support The War Amps 
during its nine years of hearings 
in Geneva. 

The position placed before the 
House of Commons Standing 
Committee was that Canada is 
now obligated to pay this claim 
which would net the survivors 
and their widows some $23,940 
each for a total of $20,349,000. 
The War Amps noted that if 
Canada paid these veterans or 
their widows, it could claim reim¬ 
bursement from Japan through 
the International Court of Jus¬ 
tice in The Hague.

Victim Services will be wrap¬ 
ping up volunteer advocate re¬ 
cruitment in a couple more weeks. 
Volunteer Advocates assist RCMP 
members by providing support, 
information, and referral services 
needed for victims of crime and 
tragedy. Approximately twelve 
volunteer advocates per Detach¬ 
ment are being recruited for the 
Olds and Didsbury Detachments. 
Sundre Detachment is recruit¬ 
ing five advocates to increase its 
present volunteer base. 

Being a volunteer advocate 
is very rewarding for those 
who possess the skills, person¬ 
ality, and temperament for the 
program. Qualities that we 
look for within our advocates 
include good listening skills, 
a non-judgemental attitude, 
professional disposition, and 
the ability to respect and 
maintain confidential infor¬ 
mation. All advocates must 
agree to having a security 
check done on themselves. 

Volunteer advocates require 
specific training to be acquainted 


with the demands of the position. 
Remember that victims are peo¬ 
ple who have undergone a trau¬ 
matic experience. The volunteer 
advocate will offer support and 
information to that person or per¬ 
sons. In some cases, the advocate 
will refer the victim to profes¬ 
sionals who are able to give them 
the specific information and/or 
counselling needed in their time 
of crisis. Advocacy training ena¬ 
bles advocates to examine their 
own attitudes, myths and facts; to 
learn appropriate intervention; 
and to familiarize them with the 
community in which they will be 
working. Training includes such

Skiing 


Marie, my husband's sister, feeds birds pretty well year 
round. Neither depth of snow nor freezing cold will keep her 
from her appointed rounds. Her birds will be fed. Her numerous 
feeders always contain canola find sunflower seeds and she 
hangs suet, and hummingbird nectar in season. For her efforts 
she is rewarded with the most amazing array of birdlife and she 
knows just how many there are of each kind and even recognizes 
some individuals among them. We both feed Hummers in the 
summer. May 19 to August 26 is their usual time in residence 
(and if the feeder is not up when they arrive they buzz the 
windows and ask the reason why.) Unlike Marie we feed the 
other birds only after it snows and both of us hang suet only after 
it gets quite cold. On a warm day a big chunk of suet can render 
spots of grease all over your wall. 

This time of year our regular airborne visitors include, Downy 
and Hairy Woodpeckers, who look exactly alike except that the 
Hairy is much larger than the Downy, Red Pools, Chickadees 
and Nuthatch. Passing through for an occasional lunch we have 
Bluejays, Grosbeaks (Evening and Pine), and more and more 
frequently, House Sparrows. We don't want sparrows on the 
feeder, they are aggressive and nasty and chase the other birds 
away. 

For 20 years no House Sparrow ever came to the feeder but 
last year one tough little urchin began to show up and now there 
are about six who come in on a regular basis. I think this 
indicates a learned behavior and it makes me admire the spar¬ 
rows intelligence but I still don't want to nurture them. I know 
that the study of birds is an important branch of the Natural 
Sciences and I wonder if there are any specialists in the Sparrow 
Department. What do you suppose a Sparrow Behaviourist 
would look like? I see a small, round, drab, messy person with 
bright beady eyes who hops from foot to foot, scratches a lot and 
is in a constant battle with his/her superiors. Marie has a couple 
of Magpies who rob her tray feeders but so far none of them come 
to the hopper feeder. What would a Magpie behaviourist be like? 
It boggles the mind. 

We have several Red Polls as regulars here but Marie gets Red 
Polls in such hordes that when you drive into her yard and 
surprise them it looks like a whole hive of giant bees is swarm¬ 
ing. She uses more canola than a small processing plant and if we 
get a bad year for canola Marie can be seen scouting canola 
farmers all over central Alberta. The nuthatch is a charming 
bird, streamlined but not really pretty. It looks a little like a mole 
as it walks confidently headfirst down a tree trunk. 

I think my favorite is the Chickadee. They are so quick and 
cute and lively. One year we had a Chickadee who had no tail. 
When he came in to the feeder he looked like a thrown tennis 
ball. As the season progressed his tail grew back and by March 
he looked just like his brothers. His tailless condition didn't 
seem to hamper his flight at all. On a lovely warm day Marie had 
her kitchen window open and she could hear the birds talking 
even more clearly than she expected to, then a movement caught 
her eye and she realized that she had a chickadee in the house. 
She opened more windows and all the doors and waited for him 
to make his escape but he just sat on the top of a picture frame 
and made occasional Chickadee sounds. In an effort to speed him 
along his way she got her yardstick (metrestick I suppose) and 
moved it toward him to encourage him to take flight. To her 
amazement he moved from the picture frame to the end of the 
yardstick and Marie moving slowly and smoothly carried her 
yardstick laden bird to a window where he flew away. 

Home Hardware has some nice feeders for sale and I saw some 
lovely ones at UFA in Olds. Hobby and Craft Shows often have 
nice feeders at a reasonable price. Get a nice sturdy wooden one 
that is not too much affected by wind. Give the birds a Christmas 
present and get back a whole lot of enjoyment for yourself.

Seniors' benefits "enhanced" by province 


Community Development Min¬ 
ister, Shirley McClellan, announced 
last week that 58,000 Albertans are 
slated to receive enhanced seniors 
benefits from a targeted reinvest¬ 
ment of $14 million. 

Under the Alberta Seniors Ben¬ 
efit program, the one-senior couple 
benefit category will be eliminated, 
with those couples moving up to the 
two-senior couple category. This will 
result in 11,900 couples (23,800 in¬ 
dividuals ) receiving up to 60 per cent 
more in cash benefits. 

The two income definitions used 
to calculate ASB benefits - one for 
cash payments and one for Alberta 
Health Care Insurance Plan pre¬ 
mium subsidies - will be merged 
into one, resulting in higher subsi¬ 
dies for 34,000 seniors, 14,000 of 
whom are middle-income seniors not 
currently receiving any benefits at 


of government reinvestment into 
seniors' programs will be $14 mil¬ 
lion. 

The reinvestment consists of two 
parts. First, one-senior couples (one 
member of couple aged 65 or older, 
spouse aged 64 or younger) will be 
treated the same as two-senior cou¬ 
ples (both spouses 65 or older). The 
cumulative impact study identified 
one-senior couples as being at risk of 
financial hardship, because the 
younger spouse is eligible for less 
federal income support. One-senior 
couples will move up to the two- 
senior couple benefit category, enti¬ 
tling 11,900 couples to an average 
increase of just over $400 to their 
annual cash benefits. The cost of this 
step is $4.9 million annually. 

The second part is the adoption of 
a single-income definition for both 
the cash benefit and Alberta Health 
Care Insurance Plan premium sub- 
The total annual costofthisphase sidy portions of the Alberta Seniors 


Benefit. Currently, cash benefits 
and premium subsidies are de¬ 
termined by two different income 
definitions. Effective January 1, 
the income definition used to de¬ 
termine cash benefits will also be 
used to determine eligibility for 
premium subsidies. As a result, 
34,000 seniors will receive en¬ 
hanced premium subsidies, 
14,000 of whom are middle-in¬ 
come seniors not currently re¬ 
ceiving any ASB benefits. The 
annual cost will be $9.1 million. 

"The Inter-Agency Council on 
Aging told us that middle-income 
seniors — especially those just 
above the income thresholds — had 
been most affected by changes to 
government support programs for 
seniors," said the Minister. "By 
changing the income definitions, 
14,000 of these seniors now will be 
eligible for partial or full premium 
subsidies."

From September to May, each of AMA's six regions has one or more 
staffers on 214-hour call to prepare and update recorded reports on highway 
conditions.

AMA is the only source of such information in the 
province and is the only private-sector organization in the country perform¬ 
ing this service at this level.

Mackay was commenting on 
Education Minister Gary Mar's 
announcement there will be 
no education funding in¬ 
creases in the next provincial 
budget. Mar made the an¬ 
nouncement December 2 at a 
meeting at Catherine Nichols 
Gunn Elementary School in 
Calgary. 

Mackay said education 
needs a funding increase just 
as desperately as health and 
seniors. Alberta, which used 
to rank fifth in Canada in per- 


pupil spending, now ranks sev¬ 
enth, $937 below the national 
average, she said. Only three 
provinces and seven states 
spend less than we do in Cana¬ 
dian dollars. 

"Kids can't vote, but that 
doesn't mean the government 
should exclude them from its 
holiday gift-giving," she said. 
"Children must be a priority." 

Mackay countered the ar¬ 
gument that, despite cutbacks, 
Alberta students continue to 
outperform their peers on in¬ 
ternational tests. "Students 
continue to achieve excellent 


results because teachers are 
holding the public education 
system together," she said. 
"The effects of the cutbacks 
may not become evident until 
today's students graduate.” 

Mackay urged the government 
to invest in children. "If the pre¬ 
mier is admitting he made mis¬ 
takes, he should admit he made 
some in education. Like health, 
education was decimated with¬ 
out a plan and without the in¬ 
volvement of professionals. Now 
is the time to reinvest in educa¬ 
tion to ensure today's children 
get the best education possible."

What is the best field pea variety

"What is the "best" field pea va¬ 
riety?" is by far the most com¬ 
monly asked question I receive 
during the year. What is "best" in 
field pea varieties depends on 
what the individual farmer con¬ 
siders "best". There are three ba¬ 
sic things farmers look at in a 
field pea variety. 

Yield, of course, is what most 
farmers look at first because that 
is their bottom line. Higher yields 
mean higher returns per acre - or 
does it? Looking at yield alone 
when it comes to field peas can be 
deceiving and this is for a number 


of reasons. For example, a high 
yielding large size pea requires a 
higher seeding rate which means 
a higher seed cost per acre. Thus, 
the highest yielding variety may 
not be the variety that is giving 
you the highest return per acre. 
In other words, a slightly lower 
yielding, smaller size pea variety 
may give the same return or 
higher because of lower seed costs. 

Harvestability, which is how 
easy or hard a variety is to pick off 
the ground at harvest, is another 
factor that ranks high in the 
minds of farmers. Again, the high¬ 
est yielding variety according to 
research results, may not be the 
easiest to harvest. Some farmers 


may sacrifice a bit of yield, for 
ease of harvest considerations. 
The standard harvestability rat¬ 
ing is on a (1-9) scale. One being 
completely lodged and almost 
unharvestable to nine being per¬ 
fectly standing. (I'm not sure if 
this exists in field peas). 

Last, adaptability of a variety 
to your area of the province is 
probably the most important con¬ 
sideration when choosing a vari¬ 
ety. If your area tends to get hot, 
dry winds and lower rainfall, you 
want to select varieties that ex¬ 
hibit an indeterminant growth 
habit. These are varieties that 
flower over a long period of time 
and are later maturing. This type

of growth habit allows the plant 
to shut down in under poor grow¬ 
ing conditions and restart when 
conditions return to normal. 
Grande, Express, and Highlight 
are examples of varieties that ex¬ 
hibit this trait. 

In closing, when it comes to 
varieties do your research. 
Yield is definitely important, 
but seed size or seeding costs, 
will affect your net return 
acre. As for harvestability and 
adaptability, talk to neighbors 
in your area, as well as, your 
various industry and govern¬ 
ment representatives. There 
are numerous field pea vari¬ 
ety trials scattered through¬ 


out almost all the agro-climatic 
areas of the province. Results 
from trials at Crossfield, 
Didsbury, Carstairs, Three 
Hills, and Drumheller will be 
available shortly, through the 
Olds Alberta Agriculture, 
Food and Rural Development 
district office.

THE NEEDLE - maybe a thing of the past 

The needle may be a thing of the past as new technology finds ways to 
replace traditional vaccination methods for cattle. There’s every reason to be 
confident, says Dr. Lome Babiuk, director of the Veterinary Infectious 
Diseases Organization (VTDO). According to Babiuk, cattle producer funded 
liposome research under the guidance of Dr. Maria Baca-Estrada "has had 
some very exciting successes". 

The research on cattle is an adaptation of liposome technology used on 
humans. These include drug delivery systems and women's cosmetics. The 
process involves fat droplets that can be engineered to encase vaccines and 
then absorbed through the skin. 

Liposomes are a new delivery system for vaccines. 'We overcome the need 
to use needles by developing liposome technology that can be deposited on 
the animal's nasal passages," points out Babiuk. Product damage from 
vaccination costs the cattle industry over 26 million dollars per year. 

The technology also leads to greater disease resistance by activating both 
the active and passive arms of the animal's immune system. Vaccination 
provides good systemic immunity throughout the body but little at the 
mucosal sites where the disease causing organisms enter the animal. 

While acknowledging lipo-somes are a popular approach in treating 
humans, Dr. Babiuk says VIDO is hoping to adapt the technology to 
veterinary medicine.

Smoke-out bill 1 outrages alliance 

Sheila Copps "sits idiy by" as legislation is "rammed through" 


If the Federal Government's 
plans for ramming proposed to¬ 
bacco control legislation through 
Parliament cannot be slowed by 
Members of Parliament, hun¬ 
dreds of sports, arts, entertain¬ 
ment and fashion events across 
the country will be seriously af¬ 
fected and, in many cases, can¬ 
celled altogether. 

The Alliance for Sponsorship 
Freedom, a national organization 
of more than 275 events, associa¬ 
tions and individuals from across 
Canada has learned that the Gov¬ 
ernment wants to complete Par¬ 
liamentary passage of its tobacco 
Bill immediately. 

"It took the Minister of Health 
almost a year to study this issue 
and introduce his legislation. Now 
he's giving us - and Parliament - 
- only a few hours to study a very 
complex piece of legislation," said 
Max Beck, an Alliance spokesper-
